Major East Tells of a Historic Copper 
\ in'HisjPossession- ’ 


April 21st, 1787, coDgress directed 
that the board of treasury “be authorized 
to contract forMhree hundred tons of 
copper-coin of th« Federal standard 
agreeable to the proposition of Mr. 
James* Jarvis. 

July 6tb, 1787. on the report of a com¬ 
mute it was 

“Resolved, That the board of treasury 
direct the contractor for the copper coin¬ 
age to stamp on one side of .each piece 
the fpllowing. viz.: Thirteen circles 
linked together. A .small .-oirols in the 
middle with the words United States 
round It. and in the center the words, 
we are one. Oo tbe other side of f ho 
same pie>e the following device, viz.: 

A dlnl, with the hours expressed on 
the fsco r>f It. A meridian sun atxjve, j 
on one side of wh'ch Is to be thej 
word ‘-Fugio’’and on the other side tho' 
year in figures, 1787;. below the.dial 
the word.-. 'Mind Your Business.’ "* 

A large number of these coins wero 
Issued and havu been generally known 
as the King or Franklin cent. Fifty 
yfnnt ng > they wero common in circu j 
latlon The fir-t coins wete struck In; 
New -York City and later in New 
Haven, jConn., aod Rupert, Vt. The 
dies were made by Abel JBuol of New 
fHavoti, Conn, fa 18(50 tho undersigned, i 
being Interested in old coin and having I 
beard that this coinage had been done! 
'In New Haven, Conn., I decided to 
spend one day In New Haven In trying 
to- ieifrh somuthting of this coinage and 
I* possible find tho dies: Arriving from 
Now York in the morning, I visited 
thb newspaper ollices, first Inquiring for 
any Information concerning the coinage. 

I spbnc tho day in a vain search for In¬ 
formation. At evening I find myself 
In the ensiero part of'New Haven with 
a ~.oin collector who In answer to my 
enquiry, snid: "I had nover thought 
of this before but Broom & Platt, gen 
era! johliers in hardware, had a eon- 
rtract for a part of that colnago ana the 
strong box and other effoc*.* belonging, 
'to,that bouse aro in a hardware store j 
on Clmppel streot.’’ Also told that 
^ehile Broom fit Platt worn doing’ the 
coinage that, they Ixdng lusolvcnt, they 
wero liable to nrrost if they passod o(T 
tliolr hands. 


I I immediately visited the store and 
found a pair of the dies used as paper 
I weights on tbe cashier’s desk. I found 
they bsd two pairs aod one o^d die. I 
was told that the other die bad been 
loaned to a man in Bridgeport and 
never returned. I purchased tho dies, ! 
took them to Waterbury, Conn., aod' 
struck several hundred for cahlnet 
specimens. J hod oae struck In gold 
and several in silver and for many 
years used them as exchanges in col¬ 
lecting coins. 

1 printed an account of finding tbe dies 
on a slip, which I gave with eaoU re¬ 
strike, that all might know what they 
were. After coming to California I sold 
the dies to a coin oollector In Phila¬ 
delphia. 

Recently I noticed in an eastern paper 
that a Ring cent in gold had been found. 

Probably itjs the oue 1 atruck^in 1880.
